Norman Bridge, who built it, tlie 
inimitable Engene E’ield, Bob Bur¬ 
dette, Melville Stone, Robert Lin¬ 
coln, son of the martyred presi¬ 
dent, and a score of others who 
by their genius became chapters 
in the history of America. 

Dr. Bridge, in the middle span 
of life, came to Sierra Madre 
from Chicago in the early nine¬ 
ties to die. In three years the 
climate, the water, his garden, 
the re.stful, exhilarating atmo¬ 
sphere of his surroundings, made 
a new man of him. His presence 
here served as a magnet to draw 
to Sierra Madre many distin¬ 
guished persons of the day. Dr. 
Bridge moved to Pasadena and 
founded California Tech. Rein¬ 
vigorated, he became a dominant 
ilgure in the medical profession, 
and as vice president of the Pan 
American Petroleum and Trans¬ 
portation Company, was active in 
developing the oil industry in 
California.

Dr. Bridge led a strenuous life 
up until his death at seventy-five.

Also Attended by 
Americans * 
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MUST BE ENLARGED NOW 


The school bell rings in this 
city every week day, although 
few know it, even m Sierra 
Madre. The Saturday morning 
school is located m tne rear or 
a house on North Gfove street 
! and it is unique in character, it 
is for Japanese children and only 
Japanese is taught there, but it 
is open to all. 

Youngsters of ten years usually 
look forward to Saturday as a 
welcome holiday from school, but 
Howard Morgridge, son of George 
B. Morgridge, of 29 West Live 
Oak, formerly editor of The News 
and now with the Caroll Page 
Fisk Co., of Pasadena; and Albert 
Soline, of 326 North Adams, are 
regular attendants. Howard is m 
his second year there and has 
made good progress with Japa¬ 
nese reading, writing and speak¬ 
ing. Albert is new at the school. 

"Why do you come here?” 
Howhrd was asked. 

“Oh, I like it,” he said. “It 
is interestmg.” 

"That’s the reason,” said Al¬ 
bert Solint. “I say it is inter¬ 
esting, too.” 

The presence of Howard and 
Albert would seem to indicate 
that their parents can foresee the 
advantage of a knowledge of Ja¬ 
panese may be to the youngsters 
in future years, in view of the 
increasing trade relations between 
the United States and the domin¬ 
ating nation of the far Pacific. 

The Grove street school weis es¬ 
tablished five years ago by the 
Japanese of Sierra Madre for a 
double purpose. There are at 
present about twenty-three Japan¬ 
ese families here. All the children 
of school age are enrolled at the 
city pruriaiy school. As their 
education in Elnglish advanced, 
their use of their native tongue 
diminished in proportion dimm- 
ished in proportion. The elder 
Japanese found themselves learn¬ 
ing Elnglish from their children. 
They decided to open a school to 
teach the children the langpiage 
of their forefathers. 

There are twenty-two children 
in the school, twenty being Jap¬ 
anese of ages ranging from six 
to twelve, and the two native 
Sierra Madreans. R. Koga, a stu¬ 
dent in the University of South¬ 
ern California, is the tecuiher. The 
school is divided into four classes 
and Koga is kept on his toes 
trying to crowd learning into the 
four groups in the short period 
of three hours.

Beverly Hills Gain 
2468 Percent Takes 
Record for Growth 

Beverly Hills takes the national 
record for growth, according to 
the census returns, with a gain 
of 2486 per cent over a ten year 
period. The new figures give it 
a population of 17,428, compared 
with 647 in 1920. With the an¬ 
nouncement came a statement 
from Beverly Hills telling of a 
proposed civic center costing 
91,000,000, which the residents 
claim will be one of the show 
places of the Nation.

I enjoyed it ' 
and so did Mrs. Stanbury, but' 
somehow we would rather take | 
our fishing In running streams, j 
The still water lakes don’t seem' 
to have the same kick. 

“The fir.st fishing we will get 
on this trip will be In the Mc¬ 
Cloud, where the rainbow trout 
run fine. We have had good luck 
there. It Is so good we keep a 
cabin there. ’There are two runs 
of salmon In the McCloud, one In 
June and one In September, so we 
get them coming and going on 
our annual trip. 

"From McCloud we go on to 
Portland and spend two weeks 
Mth friends. ’ITsien we go on 
through the Coeur d’Alene to 
Wallace, Idaho. ’The trout are 
very good there. From there we 
go to the St. Regis river, Mon¬ 
tana. After a stay there of sev¬ 
eral weeks we wind back to Call-' 
fomla and stop at the Klamath 
river.” 

"What did your biggest trout 
weigh?” 

"Oh, about four pounds. But the 
weight doesn’t count. The sport Is 
in the catch.”

amazing record In the crop 
output last year, maintaining 
the leadership In Southern Ca¬ 
lifornia as well as Nationally, 
with soil products valued at 
$66,755,023, which with live¬ 
stock products gave the county 
a total of $82,000,000, accord¬ 
ing to the latest figures com¬ 
piled by the Agricultural De¬ 
partment of the Los Angeles 
Chamber of Commerce. South¬ 
ern California’s return from 
ten counties totaled $268,051,- 
266, an increase of fifteen mil¬ 
lions over the preceding year. 
Orange county ranked second 
with products returning $41,- 
323,000. 

The southern counties had 
1,901,650 acres in crop. This 
is compared with 1,873,294 
acres in 1928 and 1,747,653 in 
1927. Citrus fruits continue to 
be the principal income crop. 
The orange crop was valued at 
$81,328,631, a slight reduction 
from the previous season. Lem¬ 
ons brought in $26,374,875 and 
grapefruit $2,547,417, making 
the total Income for citrus 
fruits $110,250,923.

'THE "gin marriage license law” 
is not entirely responsible for 
a comparative decrease in the 
number of marriages in Los An¬ 
geles county since 1923, for the 
law requiring three days’ notice 
of marriage did not become effec¬ 
tive until 1927. The number of 
licenses issued has not kept step 
with the great Increase in popu¬ 
lation. In 1920 5452 licenses were

78 CITIES BY AUTOS 


ATJTOMOBILSiS are taking a 
frightful toll In human lives, 
accoriUng to the latest figures 
compiled by the Bureau of the 
Census. For the year ending 
March 30, 1930, there were 878 
more fatalities than In the pre¬ 
ceding year. In New York the 
automobile olalmed more vic¬ 
tims than typpold fever, meas¬ 
les, scarlet «ver, diphtheria, 
whooping coudn and epidemic 
meningitis cpmblned, the great¬ 
est number of victims being 
between five and nine years 
old. November saw deaths av¬ 
eraging 32.6 out of every 100,- 
000 population in a total of 78 
cities, comprising one-third the 
population of the • n t i r • 
country.

' State prisoners are idle men. A 
study of 40 State penitentiaries re¬ 
veals that the average annual 
earning per Inmate in these pris- 
ions is $170.36. ’The figures are for 
the fiscal year 1927-1928. San 
Quentin showed an annual prison 
earning per Inmate for that year 
of only $13.13, while Folsom 
showed an annual prison earning 
per inmate of but $3.88. In 1929 
California’s two penitentiaries cost 
$1,674,000.00.
